It and of his own and other Americans'
present connection withJl In this war.

"In aviation and in tho Foreign
Laglon America i3 doing something
In this war," said tho plucky young-
ster, In his pleasant Southern drawl,
Which promptly carried mo to distant
Georgia. "Not less than fifteen Amer-
ican aviators hayo flown at the front,
and we havo fifty, now. In training."

It should bo explained at once that
ene of those who flew at the front was

brother, u remarkable young
whoso Ideals and thoso

alone brought him to this war. which
he looked on as tho greatest fight for
human liberty tho world ever has
known. He flew nt tho front and he
flew there to his death.

"In the Foreign Legion probably
two hundred Americans are serving or
have served, and whllo this Is fine as
far as it goes," tho young Georgian
continued, "It docs not go far enough
to thrill a real American who knows
Why the war Is being fought.

"Tho bitterest regret of my whole
life iSjthat so few Americans havo

, come here to help France. Whon we,
tho people of America, needed help
Lafayetto and his followers were a
hundred times as many as wo aro in
this war, and they were drawn from
a total French population scarcely

"But wc retain one reason for some
sense of pride. With tho oxrcptlon of,
ssy, six or eight, all the men whn havo
como to help to pay our debt to Franco
have been good fighting men.

"Tho Americans who have como
have been drawn or, better, have
emerged, from all classes. We havo
had some millionaires among us. Wilt-lai- n

Thaw of Pittsburg safely may bo
classed as ono, I think. Stewart Car-stai- rs

of Philadelphia has been dubbed
the millionaire artist. Kenneth Weeks
of Cambridge, Mass., who was killed
on Juno 17, 1915, was tho son of a
millionaire.

"It all America's rich men's sons
could live as well and die nsglorlously
as Kenneth Weeks both lived and died
wc perhaps should have as much to be
proud of, with regard to tills war as
Franco tins had since the last yoars
of tho eighteenth century In connec-

tion with our fight for freedom In

which sho aided us so gloriously.
"Other rich young Americans who

have come to Join the forces fighting
for tne cause of freedom havo been
Henry W. Farnsworth of Boston, Ed-

ward Mandell Stono of New Bedford (a
Harvard graduate and the first Amer-

ican volunteer to bo killed In the for-
eign legion) and Victor Chapman,
who spent a year In tho trenches as a
holdlcr and was killed nftcr he had
become an aviator. Chapman left an
estate of half a million. He had every- -
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thing to live for, but I know Mat ho
believed that ho was risking death for
something far morn precious.

"These aro but a row rich, strong.
happy young Americans who havo
plunged Into the mud and tragedy of
this great war, willing to glvo up
everything that clvlllr-atlo- offers for
the sako of their conviction that wo of
tho United States owe a debt to Franco
which can bo paid only by at least tho
offer of our blood.

"Among tho Legionnaires have been
many good Amorlcanprofesslonal men.
Dr. David D. Wheelor, a famous sur- -
goon of Buffalo, N. V., was honorably
discharged from tho Legion and
awarded a pension after being wound-
ed In Champagno September 28, 1916.

Frank Musgravo of San Antonio,
Tex., was a graduate from Tulano Uni-

versity and a successful lawyer before
ho started for the battle front. After
fifteen months with tho Foreign
Legion he was captured nt Verdun and
now Is In a prison camp, I hato to
think about him after Fome of tho
grim stories I have heard.

'Dennis Dowd, a graduate of Colum
bia Law School, abandoned a success
ful practlco In Brooklyn to como over
nnd fight for France. After a year's
service ho was wounded. Itrcoverlng
ho was transferred to aviation and In
that branch of tho service fell to his
death. Hn was ono of tho brightest
and stralghtest fellows I ever knew.
Uo Joined and fought only because ho
thought It his plain duty.

"Jack Casey of San Francisco is an
artist. For him to enter tho trenches
waif to make a sacrifice of moment, for
when ho did so he was at tho begin-
ning of a flno career, having Just
gained distinction at tho Salon. In
December he completed his twenty- -
seventh month In the old Legion.

"Several graduates of AVcst Point
havo como across tho sea to fight for
Franco In tho great Legion, among
them CharlcH Sweeney, who enlisted fts
a second class soldier In tho ranks but
has won the Legion of Honor and tho
Military Cross for devotion and brav-
ery during his service In the Legion
nnd ban been promoted to a First
Lieutenancy.

"Of men from the American army
luiikd tlit-r- aio nevrrul In tho Legion.
ICdgar Boullgny of Now Orleans served
six years as a United States regular
but Is now a sergeant In tho Foreign
Legion, promoted after having been
thrlco wounded. Itecently ho vas
commended by the Colonel ns one of
the proud nrganlzatlou'n best under of-

ficer;
"From the United Stntes navy havo

como many volunteers, all fine. Paul
Pavelka of Madison, Conn., onco of tho
navy, has taken part in three of tho
greatest battles which the Legion has
fought and up to this time remains tho
only Auht!cu,1 UuUihUJ hi a Gtauiuu
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bayonct In this war. Ho now has left
the Legion to becomo one of tho moat
daring and dovotcd pilots In tho Amer-
ican esquadrllle of tho French Flying
Service.

"Billy Thorln of Canton. S. D., who
ran away from homo at tho age of 14,
may bo called a' true adventurer in
tho most picturesque as, well as In tho
best senso of that much abused word.
Somo doubt was expressed In tho Lo-gl-

at first as to the accuracy of
Billy's tales of travel beforo he came to
fight for France, but when every de-

scriptive word ho uttered Invariably
wan confirmed by other members of
tho Legion who had seen tho far spots
ho mentioned in hta casual and fascl-- .
nntlng conversations scepticism faded.
Ho wan wounded In tho head in the
Champagne light, but kept on fighting
without loss of time. A second wound
resulted in tho report of his death, but
ho refused to dlo In faot and Is recov-
ering.

"Our men invariably have' been
plucky. Injury has not discouraged
them. No Frenchman has shown
greater persistence in his fighting, for
example, than Nelson Larson, an
American sailor, who was killed upon
the day of American independence laBt
year. Ho had had his Jaw shot away
In Juno of tho previous year, but had
refused to be invalided out of the army.

"Henry Claude and Arthur Barry,
both of Massachusetts, soldiers of tho
legion, had another point In common,
for both had served as gunners on the
United States ship Dakota before they
Joined tho Foreign Legion's ranks.
They aro g gallantly.

"Tho profession of tho mining en
Sinecr Includes certain adventurous
characteristics calculated to make, a
man wln follows It lovo the out of
doors life and the excitement of war
sonilce. Perhaps thin war, which ho
largely Is ono of digging In, may make
to mining men a particular appeal.
Charles Iloffaker, a mining engineer
of San Francisco, was killed nt Ver-
dun while selling with the Legion,
and Ivan Nock of Baltimore, another
American mining engineer, still is in
the Legion a ranks.

"Frederick W. Zlnn of Battle Creek.
Mich., Is an American civil engineer
who was graduated from his State
university In 1914, but came over here
to fight instead of taking up his pro-
fession. Ho was wounded in the
Champagno battle and afterward went
Into aviation. Ho is now flying at the
front as a topographer and aero ma.
chine gun operator.

"Besidea theso and other American
professional men in tho IOgiou there
sro several young Americans who
abandoned their professional studies
In order to hind upon their waists tho
broad blue sash.

"A curious fact is that although
thero aro plenty of clergymen, divinity
students and in tho Legion,
nono of them is an American. Sev-
eral American!" are. respectfully cele-
brated as umong thoso fightliwr men
who always carry in their pockets
Bibles, and rend them when they can.
Among tneso wmiam Thaw of Pitts
burg came with a Bible given to him
by Ills mother and very highly prized.
Ho read from It wheti ho conducted
tho first Thanksgiving services held
at tho front during tho wnr.

"An interesting American in the
LngJon was Dr. Wheeler, who came to
France in charge of Mrs. Whitney's
hoslptal. His wlfo came also and
Bcrved as a nurse In the American
Ambulance, Paris. For a timo Dr.
Wheeler acted as a surgeon, but what
he saw among the wounded made him
want to fight. Ho Joined the Legion
as a plain privato soldier.

"A dumdum bullet tore away the
cajf or his leg as he entered a German
llrst line trench during tho Champagno
battle on September 28, 1915. Of
course ho stopped, but presently was
able to crawl to tho rear and went
about on his hands and knees giving
comfort to tho wounded. For this on
Christmas Day, 191G, he was iglven tho
French Wnr Cros.s.

"Among tho American fighting men
I must not forget to mention Achilles
Cllnger, who for a tlmo was an In
structor at Columbia University.

"Unquestionably tho Foreign Legion
Is the most Interesting body of fighting
mon in modern history, Kvery na
tionality Is represented In it, not omit
ting those ngnlnst whom Frnnon Is
lighting, One entire corps Is inndo up
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to
of Turks, one of Austro-Gcrma- nnd
another of Bulgarians. To us who
have fought In tho Legion this fact
speaks very loudly, ,

"It Is an Interesting clrcumstanco
that theso Teuton fighters for the
causo of the Allies aro ns earnest nnd
determined as any one could be. Most
of them have chosen our side with re-
gret, but explain that as a matter of
conscience they could not flght with-ou- r

opponents.
"I personally know Germans and

Prussians' who aro officers In the Le-
gion for the pure love of that prlnclplo
of liberty which, they feel Franco rep-
resents and Germany doe not. Ono
German member of the Legion once
was a member of the Itelclistag. Ho
has done wtffiacrful service

"South America lias a very largo
representation. I havo known two
Peruvian Captains and ono Chilean of-
ficer. There aro Chinamen In the- Le-
gion nnd somopancsc. A Norwegian
Leglonna'lro, a Lieutenant and ono of
my real friends, was killed not long
ago.

"The Legion docs not draw tho color
line. A coal black Abyssinian is y

a sergeant In command of white men
and several Amcrlcun blacks aro serv-
ing in tho corps. Another soldier of
tho Legion Is a Gold Coast negro who
rccontly was studying In the United
States foreign missionary service. Ha
concluded, he says, that ho could serve
God better as a soldier of the Legion
than ho could as amlsslonary. I.thlnk,
but am not certain, that ho has been
killed.

"For a time a Hapsburg Prince was
among tho Teutons in the Legion, but
he was killed. Germany has no more
bitter enemy among tho fighting men
In Franco than an , Adjutant from
Munich, y at the front in splto of
four wounds from German bullets. He
had served sixteen years with the Le-
gion before the war began. Two Aus-
trian Adjutants who were with the
Legion recently were killed by the ex-
plosion of the same German shell.

My first corporal was a gaunt
Saxon named Weldmnn. He w3 killed
Just after the first war Christmas. HB
had served In tho German army and
had been fifteen years in tho Legion.
Ho had more medals than ho had room
for on hlH,coat. Wc Americans lfave
a soft spot In our hearts for htm, for
when ho met his death hn was Having
the lives of my brother, Klllln Itock-wcl- l.

nnd Alan Seegcr. another Amer-
ican. They were on sentinel duty nnd
had been attacked by German raiders.

"Seegcr was a Harvard graduate,
with to his credit some of tho linent
verse which so far has !ecn Inspired
by the war. He was killed by bullets
from a German machine gun during
tho assault on Bclluy en Santcrre.

"In all about cixty thousand volun-
teers have enlisted In the Legion dur-
ing the war. The orgairTzatlon has
had a fair share of the fighting, tint
no more than Its fair shnrc and less
than It has wanted, although false
tales have been spread from Berlin that
the organization has been pus lied out
to tho slaughter.

Tho Legion has lost hea lly, prob
ably In all close to IC.UOO men, or
nearly 25 per cent, of Its original
strength, but there aro French 'and
British regiments which have lost even
moro than that, Hnd German leglmcnts
which have lost much more.

Franco has shown especial appre
ciation of these fighters who have
come to her through pure sympathy
with her light for li)erty. The men
Of tho Foreign Loglon arc the best
clothed, best fed, best olllcercd soldiers
In tho Freneh'army.

livery ofllccr In the whole Legion
Is a man who has made good. Not
a man holds a commlt-sio- who has
not won the rlzht to do so. Some have
come after having made flno records j

In their own armies, nome ate men wlio '

have hold command of French r i

French-Coloni- troops; but eer man ;

has earned advancement.
"Tho Legion Is chock full of Inter

esting characters. Among the most
delightful Is Prince SukuiM, a l ljl
island Prince, miii of n King and
grandson of the Inst great King of all
the FIJIs. When the war broke out
ho was a student- - at Oxford. In the
trenches he became a great friend of
Henry Farnsworth and Victor Chap
man, both. Harvard graduates.

He was badly wounded in the
Champagne lighting and. partially re
covering, went to his native archi-
pelago to raise a battalion of his fel
low countrymen for service In France.
Presently he will come on with them.
If they aro all like him (which of
course they will not be) they will b;
nmong tho most completely civilized
persons I havo ever seen.

One of tho lighting men or me
Legion was formerly Archbishop of
Corinth. I don't knew why ho left tho
church, but ho Is still fighting, nnd In
addition to his military pay ho draws
a pension of a franc a day from tho
Pope.

"If all manner of nationalities meet
In the Legion, so also do all manner
of men. For somo tlmo I slept in tho
tronches with, on ono side, a Neapoli-
tan sneakthlef who boasted that lie
had served twenty terms In prison, nnd
on tho other sldo a young Norwegian
baron, Von Krogh, who had entered
tho Legion becauso of ills high Ideals
and his great lovo for Franco. Tho
sneakthlef has since been killed and
tho Norwegian baron has been in-

valided out of the service. Ho now Is
In Norway lecturing on tho war."

It was much easier to get young
Rockwell to tell of his companions In
tho Legion than It was to get him to
tell his own Interesting story.

Immediately after tho outbreak of
the war his brother nnd himself of-

fered their services to the French Con
in Now Orleans.

"Wo wroto to him," Rockwell told
me, as ho hitched Into something more
nearly approaching comrort a painful
shoulder (dislocated for France), "that
many generations back wo could point
to a French nncestry of which wo were
extremely proud. Wo snld that In
France wo saw that national spirit
which was one Idenl. Wo felt that nt
that distance, my brother felt It on the
day when he was killed, I fjicl it yet,

"Both of us hnd snld to ono nnothcr
many times: 'If Franco fights Ger-
many ngaln wo shall fight with her.'
So on August 3, tho day heforo tho
declaration of war, wo thus.offored our
services, and nt 10 o'clock the next day
wo telegraphed for berths on tho good
old American Lino ship St. Paul, sail-
ing from Now York on August 7.

"Between 10 A, M. and 2MB P. M.
we pHCked, giving up our apartment
nnd presenting our black butler with
what wo could not carry, for neither

of us expected soon to sco America
again. Wo reached Washington Thurs-
day morning, routed our member of
CongresH out of a committee meeting,
induced him to help us get our lass-por- ts

quickly, changed our paper
money Into gold tit tho Treasury, and
next morning sailed from New York,
reaching London on August 14, ten
days after tho war's outbreak.

"Wo went nt onco to the French
Embassy nnd offered our services. No,
foreign volunteers wcro being accepted"
then, but we left our names nnd ad-
dresses. On August' 24 tho Fronch
Kmbnjisy said Hint wo might Join its
nation's fighting forces, endorsing this
upon our passports. Wo could have
Joined tho British army earlier, but wo
wished especially to fight for France.

"August 26 at 8 o'clock in tho
morning wo nrrived In Paris. On tho
followlng'day wo went to the Invalided
nnd esllsted In the Foreign Legion.
At 8 o'clock tho next morning wo wero
on a military train steaming out of tho
.Garo St, Luzaro for lloucn, where we
wero to train.

"Tho Germans, then, were getting
close to Paris, and closer still to
llouen. In cuttlo cars wo wero sent
on to Toulouse twenty Americans,
250 English and thousands of volun-
teers of other nationalities. At Tou-lous- o

we wero trained for four weeks,
and then nil ,mcn who had served
under flro In any army wcro asked
to volunteer for Immediate departuro
to the front.

"Wo never had been under flro or
In any army, but wo volunteered.
Kvery American but two lied like a
gentleman and said ho had seen ser-
vice."" Our. corporal later remarked
that tho servico wo had seen had
very poorly drilled us, but wo ex-
plained (through u happy thought)
that it had been In Mexico, with tho
guerrillas, who think very little and
know less of military drill.

"Strango tales were told by those
Americans who wished to get IiSto the
Sght at once. Lincoln Chatkoff of

claimed five years In tho
Salvation Army nnd was passed re-
spectfully ns n revolutionist from some
unknown South American state, pre-
sumably San Salvador. Ills statement
was written down witli nil duo gravity
and he was taken. f"On September 30,. fifty-seve- n days
after the declaration of war, we who
had travelled tho better imrt of 4.000
miles to get Into the fight for France.
marched through tho streets of
Toulouse with the Foreign Legion band
leading ns. Displayed nbove our heads
were the famous battle flair of the
Legion, the French, British, Russian
and Belgian flags, nnd by no means
tho smallest of the lot. Old Glory-bl- ess

her StarBand Stripes!
'For three days we swung this

beautiful American flag from the
French troop train and no diplomatic
episode so far has resulted. We aro
afraid none ever will. Wo nro proud
that our beloved flag was used In this
great war. Wo should be sorry It the

The Alexander Scott Stuart

"Never shall I forget our flit

awakening after we bad started for tho
front. It was n misty morning which
wo looked out upon through tho open
door of our box cur and nmong tho
things wo quickly saw wcro tho fresh
graves of soldiers, covered on ono sldo
of tho track by German helmots and
on tho other by French kepis. A battle'
hnd occurred thero toverul days before.

"Wo wero In tho war!
"Two or three days later a party

composed of Englishmen and Ameri-
cans from our command surrounded
nnd captured n German straggler. His
'knmerado' was lying dead among the
trees. Wo gave him chocolate and
cheese and made him very happy,

"Our llrst experience In tho trenches
was near Rhclms. V can testify to the
grim frtot that tho cathedral really
was shelled, for with my own eyes I
Baw tho shells striko it nnd deface it.

"Thin was a wonderful experience.
We were so situated that we could
watch this great attack as If from
scafs In a v.ist theatre. Most of tho
property In the town of Verzenay,
where wo were stationed, was owned
by Gorman capitalists and therefore
for n time no shells were thrown Into
It, but prcsontly they wrecked it,

"Eor six or eight days wo were busy
In the trenches and then were given an
Interval of repose, Does that mean
rest? Well, no; not In this war, It
means working harder than one works
when in tho trenches digging, clean-
ing, grinding coffee, sawing wood, do-
ing many things. Note this: Tho bet-

ter a man's education and the 'gentler
his breeding tho more unkempt and
wild he gets to look when in a war,

"Wo went from plncn to place. The
weeks wore Into months. Tin winter
came.

Tracing the Pedigrees of Two
of Stuart's Washingtons

ITHIN tho last few days con

W clusive ovldcnco has been
gathored which brings to a

closo theiamlcablo controversy of five

years between Charles Allen Munn of
the Bdentiflo American nnd Alexander

Smith Cochran as to tho pedigrees of

their respective Gilbert Stuart por-

traits of General Washington.
Each owner had asserted that his

portrait of Washington was the ono

which came from " Scott, Esq.,

Lancaster, Tcnn.," mentioned In tho
mantiscrlpt of Stuart ns ono of tho
gentlemen who "are to have copies of

tho portrait of tho President of tho
United Statce." Mr. Munn insisted

that Mr. Cochran should rcmovo from
tho Stuart Washington In tho Manor
House In Yonkers tho inscription de-

claring that It was tho Scot portrait
mentioned. Mr. Cochran called In

Charles Henry Hart, a well known
historical student and authority on
American art, saying that ho would
abide by the results of Mr, Hart's In-

vestigation.
At no time has there been any ques-

tion that both portraits were from the
hand of tho Amorlcan master "Stuart,

although the history of the canvases
has been the subject of one of the most
prolonged, although entirely good
natured, disputes in tho snnaln of
native art. The decision follows closo
upon an article published In The
Sunday Sun of January 7 last warning
tho public to tako extreme caro In tho
consideration of the, works of the early
American pointers, now coming into
such vogue,

Mr, Cochran Has accepted the de-

cision of Mr. Hart and tho request of
Sir. Munn Is to be compiled with.

now deceased, from whom tho art
dealer had got It, who hnd It when I
wrote.

A couple of years beforo the portrait
was discovered Charles Allen Munn
hnd purchased from Mrs. Anna It.
Rcllly of Trenton, N. J., n replica of
Stuart's first portrait of Washington,
showing tho right side .of tho face,
with this pedlgreo furnished by Mrs.
Reilly: That the portrait had belonged
to her grandfather, Edward Brlon,
who bought It about the time of his
marriage In 1805 from the widow of
"Mr. Scott of Lancaster" nnd nn his
death In.lSlff it became tho property
of his widow, Mrs. RclUy's grand-
mother, who was a daughter of Gen.
ISdwnrd Hand of tho Revolution. It
was Inherited frojn tho grandmother
by her mother, who sold tho portrait
to her husband, Edward llellly; hence
her ownership.

This seemed n perfectly clear hear-
say pedigree, for there were no docu-
ment? of any kind produced, and upon
this Mr. Munn claimed ho had the
Scott of Lancaster portrait of Wash-
ington ami consequently that tho ono
Mr. Cochran possessed could not have
belonged to Scott; accordingly Mr.
Munn nsked that the claim of tho
Scott original ownership should bo re-
moved from the Manor IIouso canvas.

As Mr. Cochran had purchased the
portrait upon the strength of my ar-
ticle, without any regard to whether
or not It had been owned by Mr. Scott,
he naturally looked to me to take
care of tlio matter, nnd I took the
subject up by llrst endeavoring to
learn the Chiistlnn name of "

..Scott. Esq., of Lancaster," which
